Tiik I) mocrafie state conven¬ 
tion to nominate state *»fllcers will 
he held at Louisville on W-.lnea- 
day, June 21, not qti'lo one month 
from today. The aituation a* now 
presented, and we speak, of course, 
of tho gubernatorial race, is just 
this, Mr. Hardin in by fur tho 
favorite candidate, and it looks 
like he will be aide to organize the 
convention and be nominated on 
the first ballot. Wo have r«>ad the 
nows from all parts of the state, 
and this is the conclusion. Were 
nil precincts like this of Hazel 
Green, where there is only one 
avowed adherent fur Mr. Stone and 
where Mr. Goebel has none, it is 
plain to be Mien that Mr. Hardin 
would he accorded the nomination 
by acclamation. But few sections 
of the state, however, are so sub¬ 
stantially Democratic ns is Hazel 
Green, though the martyred hero 
of 18tl. r > now has a following all 
over the statu that makes his future 
indeed bright. Thnt trickery will 
he resorted to in tho coming con¬ 
vention to thwart tie* will of the 
people is ns plain as the handw ril¬ 
ing on the wall, and Mr. Hardin's 
friends must bo prepared to com¬ 
bat all kinds of chicanery. The 
people are against ho««i*m, and the 
people are Mr. Hardin’s most ar¬ 
dent admirers. Wherever ho has 
opposition it will he found thnt 
it is from the politicians, who hope 
to defeat him because they despair 
of debauching him. If there bo in 
Kentucky today a man who is ab¬ 
solutely incorruptible that mao is 
Gen. P. Wat Hardin, the people’s 
candidate for the Democratic nom¬ 
ination for governor, and the peo¬ 
ple will sou to it thnt he gets the 
place. _ 


Tm:u»: being now no doubt that 
Wolfe county is for Gen. I*. Nat 
Hardin for governor, C. B. Hill for 
secretary of state, John 11. Chon milt 
for auditor, and Wilbur F. Hag- r. 
(a native of Magoffin, but now at 
Ashland), for treasurer, it follow 
that the delegates from this county 
should go to the statu convention 
instructed to cast tho vote of this 
county for them and to use every 
honorable means to secure their 
respective nomination. To these 
might he added that of Hon.Tobias 
Gibson for commissioner of agri¬ 
culture, and so on throughout the 
list of candidates as they develop 
as choice of tho county convention. 
By going instructed they can do 
moregood—aye, much more—than 
to go uninstructed. Lot us thus 
show these gent I,‘men that we are 
not half-hearted in our friendship, 
and by our magnanimity demon¬ 
strate that the Democracy of old 
Wolfe is true to its tenets.
